In spite of this, and 
the general bottom-of-the-cycle doldrums we're in, it seems to me that there have been some 
really excellent band openings recently. I've done very well on 20 in the mid-evening and have 
also had some surprisingly nice success into the Middle East on 17 meters with very low 
noise levels. So, don't assume things are dead. | thought 17 was dead one evening, until a 4X 
popped out of nowhere at about S7 calling CQ. | was about the only responder until he got 
spotted, at which point all $*@%! broke loose. 


The FCC has taken several recent enforcement actions locally in southern California. A 
Mission Hills ham has received a cease and desist letter from the FCC, demanding that he 
obey the request of a local repeater operator not to access the repeater. Previously, he had 
ignored both verbal and written requests. The FCC threatened potential revocation of his li- 
cense, fine, or restriction of privileges if he does not comply. The letter was signed by Riley. 
Similar letters went to hams in Temecula and West Covina. In West Covina, the letters went to 
two hams with the same last name. Another repeater-related enforcement letter went to a 
ham in Vista who was causing interference to a coordinated repeater by operation of his un- 
coordinated repeater. This is encouraging, and it suggests that the FCC is being responsive 
to reported problems, although it speaks to the necessity for clear documentation of interfer- 
ence and the presentation of solid evidence to the FCC in order to get it to act. In each case, 
there appears to have been a pattern of repeated disruptive behavior. Of course, we heard 
more and in a most entertaining way at the July meeting. If you weren't there, you really 
missed something!

| have not received a response to my inquiry, so | humbly present to 
the membership a few small points regarding DXCC and WAZ 
standings for the Southern California DX Club on the web site. 


It is my belief that the standings were established to promote 
friendly competition among the club membership. There are non- 
members in the standings for DXCC and WAZ. Although these 
might be fine, honorable DX’ers, the listing should be limited only to 
members in good standing. The application form should state 
clearly that the standings are for members, only. We have our 
unique propagation and internecine rivalries. 


Also, the crowning achievement of 5-Band WAZ, is to confirm 40 
zones on the 80, 40, 20, 15, and 10 meter bands. | have watched 
the standings in CQ over the years, and | know how difficult it has 
been for OM’s to pass from 199 to 200 zones. The prerequisite for 
the top of the WAZ standings should be the 200 zone award. After 
that, total Zones may be used, but simply using total zones does 
not reward the achievement of the 5 band 200 zones award.

Herman- 
tha will be able to use the radio to contact the hospital emergency 
room and ambulances as well as get on the air to contact fellow 
hams. Jeff will be assisted in his monetary outlay by the Medishare 
program administered by MARCO (Medical Amateur Radio Council, 
Ltd).
